RUSSIAN CRUISER BLOWN UP BY

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Washington, May 31.—The Japanese 
legation has given out the following 
cablegram from Tokio, containing the 
fifth report from Admiral Togo, receiv­ 
ed on the afternoon of May 30: 
‘ The main force of our combined 
fleet, upon accepting surrender of the 
remaining Russian main force near 
Lianeourt rocks in 
the afternoon of 
May 23, as already reported, stopped 
pursuit and while engaged in the dis­ 
position of surrendered ships found in 
a southwestern direction the Admiral 
Ushakoff, a coast defense ship. There­ 
upon Iwate and Yakumo were imme­ 
diately dispatched in pursuit and invit­ 
ed her to surrender, but she refused 
and was sunk at 0 p. rn. 
lier crew of 
over 300 men were rescued 
“Cruiser Dmitri Donskoi was also 
found in the northwestern direction at 
5 p. rn and 
was immediately 
over­ 
taken and 
fired vigorously 
by our 
Fourth division and Second destroyer 
flotilla. 
“She was attacked that night by the 
Second destroyer flotilla and the next 
morning was found aground on the 
southeastern shore of Urleung island, 
off Korean coast. 
Our destroyer Sa- 
zanaml captured toward the evening 
of May 27 in the south of Urleung is­ 
land, the Russian 
destroyer Biedovy, 
wherein were found Admiral Rojest- 
vensky and another admiral, both se­ 
verely wounded, together with eighty 
Russians, including staff officers from 
the flagship Prince Souvaroff, which 
was sunk 
at 5:29 p. rn. on May 
27. 
They were all taken prisoners. 
Our 
cruiser Chitose, while cruising to the 
northward on the morning of May 28 
found and sank another Russian de 
stroyer. 
Our cruiser Niitaka and de 
stroyer Murakumo 
attacked alto at 
noon on May 28 a Russian destroyer 
which finally went aground. 
Accord­ 
ing to various reports hitherto receiv­ 
ed and statem ents of prisoners the re­ 
sult of lift5 Till tie from May 27 to May 
29 is as follows: 
Eleven Warships Sunk.

REACH VLADIVOSTOK 


TWO RUSSIAN SHIPS REPORT DE­ 


STRUCTION OF TW O BIG JAP­ 


AN ES E WARSHIPS. 


Vladivostok, May 31.—The Russian 
protected cruiser Almaz and the tor­ 
pedo boat destroyer Orosnoy have ar­ 
rived here. 
The officers of these ves­ 
sels report that in the naval battle two 
Japanese battleships were sunk and 
that two Japanese cruisers were dan­ 
gerously listed with their heads down 
at the officers’ last sight of the battle 
Saturday 
afternoon. 
A heavy 
fog 
then dropped and prevented their be­ 
ing able to see more of the result. 


St. Petersburg, May 31.—The Rus­ 
sian admiral!y is literally stupefied at 
the extent of the lisaster suffered by 
Vice 
Admiral Itojestvensky’s 
fleet, 
and its own advices paint the situation 
in even worse colors than the Tokio 
dispatches. 
The Associated P ress’ Vladivostok 
dispatch accounts for only two ships 
of the great Russian fleet—the cruis­ 
er Almaz and the tropedo boat destroy­ 
er Grozny—and the absence of news 
about the battleship Navarin and the 
cruisers Oleg and Aurora, which are 
the only fighting ships of any value 
not enumerated In the Japanese lists 
of destroyed or captured, and which 
ut) to 4:30 o’clock Tuesday afternoon 
had not reached Vladivostok, renders 
almost idle any hope that they were 
able to shake off the pursuing Japa­ 
nese cruisers and reach the shelter of 
the fortress at Golden Horn. 
The officers of 
the Almaz dispute 
I Admiral Togo’s claim of victory with 
j practically no loss and declare they 
saw two battleships go down before 
their eyes and that two cruisers were 
on the point of foundering when they 
last distinguished the battling fleets. 
But they admit the distance of their 
ship from the center of battle and the 
fog made the view difficult.

Tokio's account 
of the arrival of 
captured warships at Japanese ports 
was more humiliating to the Russian 


naval authorities than the news of tho 
defeat. 
The opinion expressed here is that 
nothing can excuse the failure of the 
Russian 
commanders to sink 
their 
ships under their feed rather than to 
allow tin in to tall into the enemy’s 
hands. 
The quest ion of inaugurating peace 
negotiation1 ic not likely to he opt m d 
until full reports of the Russian dis­ 
aster have been received. 
Tin* war 
party continues 
its defiant attitude 
and declares that pence is impossible, 
while many Russians who heretofore 
have bet n in laver of peace, but who 
are now humiliated by the sting of the 
defeat of their navy, are giving their 
voice in favor of a continuation of the 
war. 
Nevertheless, the peace party 
insists on the absolute futility of pro­ 
longing the struggle. 
Ever stow to reach a decision, it is ! 
Improbable that the government will 
decide on the course it will pursue un­ 
til after battle has been begun in Man­ 
churia.
